Summary of reasons for decision: 


The computer moving image file depicts a man and a young woman engaging in sexual activity. 
Because of the youthful appearance of the female participant, and the filename, which 
emphasises youth and has an exploitative tone, consideration has been given to whether the 





publication promotes or supports, or tends to promote or support, the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes. On balance, the female participant presents as a young adult rather 
than unequivocally as a young person. The filename, while concerning, cannot be considered a 
part of the publication itself, as the nature of computer filenames is such that they can be 
changed by users with ease. As such, a ban on the basis of the current 'title' would be 
unreasonable. The publication can therefore not fairly be said to promote or support, or tend to 
promote or support, the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

The availability of the material to children and young people is likely to be injurious to the public 
good. The moving image file explicitly depicts sexual activity. It is intended for adult viewers and 
for the purpose of sexual titillation and arousal. Society in general perceives an injury in children 
and young teenagers being exposed to adult sexual material before they are ready. The injury lies 
in the potential for the material to have a harmful effect on the development of sexual behaviour 
and attitudes. The classification decision is reasonable, demonstrably justifiable and the minimum 
required to prevent harm.
